FI6HTING3fVESTERN 
FOREST FIRES 


More Men Needed to Fight the Flames 
Ten Miles of Fire Liue. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
9.— Statistics 
compiled by A. VV. Cooper, secretary 
of the Western Pine Manufacturers* 
association, show that fully 50 per 
cent of the standing timber in the 
United States is located in Washing­ 
ton, Idaho, Montana, Oregon and Cal­ 
ifornia, where fire patrols are main­ 
tained by lumbermen's associations 
and the 
state • departments. 
These, 
however, are inadequate to cope with 
the fire element. 
“There exists a grave 
menace to 
standing timber in the national for­ 
ests on account of fires.’* Mr. Corn 
wall said in discussing the use of 
troops in fire fighting and prevention, 
“and this carries with it heavy losses 
of life and valuable property. 
There are stationed at various 
posts in the United States thousands 
of disciplined men, known as gov­ 
ernment troops, who could be instruct 
cd in thie methods of fire fighting and 
patrol duty in the various forests 
not alone in the 'Northwestern and 
^Pacific states 
but 
throughout 
the 
country where forests exist. 
“These forests require an adequate 
patrol, 
regularly 
established 
and 
maintained during the so-called dry 
reason, from (May to September. For­ 
est fire fighting is 
a 
science 
and 
should be taught to the troops as part 
of the military tactics. Besides no 
better employment could be found for 
the soldiers than to utilize them as 
protectors oi life and property during 
the part of the year when men are 
most needed in the forests of the 
country. 
“We are hopeful that the president 
of the United States and the secre­ 
tary of war will look upon our re­ 
quest as a step in the direction of 
actual conservation of one of the 
country’s chief resources, also that 
an order will be issued to send the 
nearest troops into the national for­ 
ests, which, in severa lot* the north­ 
western states, are not unlike furn­ 
aces at the present time.” 
Reports from various parts of Ida­ 
ho, "Washington and Montana receiv­ 
ed in Spokane show that fires have 
broken out anew in the various re­ 
serves, where, in addition to more 
than 
2 ,0 0 0 men now at work with 
dynamite, axes and raattaxes, there 
is an urgent demand for more than 
double that number to cope with 
the flames. 
In the Lolo 
national 
forest 
in 
Western Montana and Eastern Ida­ 
ho, more than 600,000,000 feet of white 
and yellow' pine timber is in the path 
of fires and other districts In var­ 
ious parts 
of the 
Northwest 
are 
threatened. 
Representatives of tim­ 
ber companies returning to Spokane 
from Montana and Idaho say that the 
fire lines are from eight to IO miles 
in extent in numerous places.

mayor chats pleasantly with those 
who are allowed to see him and con- 
fidently predicts that lie will be out 
In a few days. As yet he has not dis- 
cussed in any way the tragedy of 
yesterday, nor is <he even aware of 
the identity of tbe assasin. It was 
reported today that be had inquired 
the man's name soon, after the shoot- 
Ing, but this seems to have been an 
error. Although familiar with Galla- 
gher's annoying letters and his per- 
sistent attempts to obtain reinstate- 
ment as night watchman-ill the dock 
department, the mayor does not know 
that it was he* who fired the shot. 


Major Averse to Talk 


Aside from deploring that he should 


have been fired upon for doing hit* 


neck and mouth, but tie has shown\duty, he has in no way criticised Ills 


assailant and maintain* a marked 
aversion to discusing the event. 


Gallagher's statement

evening was his first frank talk con- 
cerning the crime. 


"While I will not, say that I am 


sorry," be said, "I now hope that the 
Mayor will get well. But I wanteB 
to teach high officials to regard the 
rights of subordinates. I considered 
that I bad to shoot the Mayor as a 
lesson to the country. I did what I 
did for personal principles and jyas 
not prompted by any anarchistic be- 
lief."
